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PREFACE 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  19^9 . 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  for  the  year  1969  is  33j230. 
Statistics  in  the  body  of  the  report  indicate  that  at  the  rate  Council 
and  private  house  building  is  proceeding,  the  population  drift  towards 
Llantrisant  is  well  under  way  regardless  of  whether  or  not  there  is  to 
be  an  official  new  town. 

The  number  of  houses  built  by  the  Council  now  exceeds  4,000,  The 
official  opening  of  the  four  thousandth  house  erected  by  the  Council 
was  performed  on  Thursday,  4th  December,  1969  by  Edward  Rowlands, Es q, , 
M.P, , Parliamentary  Secretary  to  the  Welsh  Office. 

The  new  tenants  moved  into  'Ty  Dawel'  during  the  year.  These  are 
purpose  built  flats  with  a Warden  Service  especially  for  the  aged 
persons  of  the  whole  district.  The  demand  for  this  type  of  accommodat- 
ion is  increasing  steadily,  and  the  Council  is  well  av^^are  of  this  need 
and  plans  accordingly.  The  Meals  on  Wheels  service  which  continues  to 
expand  also  fulfils  a need  of  the  aged  persons  within  the  district.  I 
am  indeed  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Women's  Royal  Voluntary  Service 
who  give  of  their  services  voluntarily  to  help  the  Council  run  this 
worthwhile  scheme.  During  the  year  14,054  meals  were  delivered. 

Following  the  completion  of  Phase  I of  the  Royal  Mint  and  it's 
official  opening  by  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  on  the  l?th  December,  1968 
other  new  factories  are  being  erected  in  the  area,  these  are:-  Fram 
Filters,  Perkin  Elmer  and  Powell  Duffryn  Engineering.  Factories  bring 
employment  and  prosperity  and  for  these  purposes  they  are  most  welcome. 
However,  they  may  also  bring  with  them  the  hazard  of  pollution.  The 
Council  is  not  unmindful  of  this  and  during  the  year  a Working  Party 
was  set  up  to  investigate  Atmospheric  and  Waterborne  Pollution  within 
the  area  with  special  reference  to  pollution  as  the  result  of  industry. 
This  working  party  has  the  full  support  of  the  Council  in  its  endeav- 
ours to  rid  the  district  of  pollution  occurring  within  the  area,  and 
that  being  introduced  from  without. 

The  provision  of  an  adequate  sewerage  scheme  for  an  area  which  now 
appears  to  me  more  urban  than  rural,  presents  difficulties.  The  Coimcil 
is  fully  aware  of  the  urgent  need  for  a comprehensive  v/orks  and  it  is 
doing  everything  possible  to  expedite  this  very  necessary  project. 
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I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  and 
Housing  Committee  and  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  encourage- 
ment and  support,  the  Council’s  Officials  for  their  friendly- 
co-operation  and  the  Staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
help  and  loyalty  during  the  year.
